A Funny Time for Campaign News 


WASHINGTON I People are turning increas- 
ingly to alternatives such as the Internet for 
presidential campaign news, shifting away 
from traditional outlets, a poll found. 

Young adults were leading the shift, with 
one -fifth of them considering the Internet a 
top source of campaign news, said the poll 
by the Pew Research Center for the People & 
the Press. About the same number of young 
adults said they regularly learn about the cam- 
paign from comedy programs like “The Daily 
Show” and “Saturday Night Live.” 

Four years ago, young people were far 


more likely to have said they learned about 
the campaign from nightly network news 
(39 percent) than the Internet or comedy 
programs. Now, all three are cited about 
equally as sources of campaign news. 

Comedy shows like “The Daily Show” “are 
making fun of what they see as the insuffi- 
ciency of news programs, especially those on 
cable,” said Tom Rosenstiel, director of the 
Project for Excellence in Journalism. 

Rosenstiel said that highlights the need for 
more traditional news shows to learn how to 
appeal to younger adults, will lester (ap) 


Tensions 
Boil Over 
In Iraq 

Iraqis riot over lack of jobs; 
top cleric rejects U.S. plans 

AMARAH, IRAQI Impatience with Iraq’s occupy- 
ing forces boiled over Sunday as unemployed 
Iraqis pelted British troops with stones and a 
top Shiite Muslim cleric demanded the coun- 
try’s next parliament be elected — not chosen 
by local caucuses, as planned by Americans. 

The comments Sundayby Grand Ayatollah 
Ali al-Husseini al-Sistani, whose views are 
highly influential among Iraq’s Shiite major- 
ity, could throw off the U.S. -led occupation 
authorities’ efforts to meet a July 1 deadline to 
hand sovereignty to an Iraqi government. 

Under the transition plan agreed on in 
November by the Iraqi Governing Council 
and L. Paul Bremer, the chief U.S. adminis- 
trator in Iraq, regional caucuses are to pick 
the national assembly. The assembly, in turn, 
will appoint a transitional government. 

Meanwhile, in the southern city of 
Amarah, waves of protesters — some 
armed with sticks and shovels — rushed 
British troops guarding the city hall, a day 
after clashes here killed six protesters and 
wounded at least 11. The British drove the 
crowd back from the compound, which also 
houses the U.S.-led occupation force. There 
were no reports of injuries. 

Tensions in Amarah erupted Saturday 
after hundreds of Iraqis gathered to protest 
that authorities had not kept a promise to 
give them jobs. Prior to the U.S. -led inva- 
sion of Iraq, Saddam’s security forces were 
the biggest employer in this city of 400,000.

Bush Sees Moon 
As Test for Mars 


Moon could become 
starting point for 
future space missions 

CRAWFORD, TEXAS | President 
George W. Bush wants to make the 
moon a testing ground and jump- 
ing-off point for future missions to 
Mars and perhaps even to asteroids, 
administration officials said. 

To make way for the next gen- 
eration of space exploration, the 
president will call for the retire- 
ment of the space shuttle program 
by the end of this decade, said the 
officials, speaking on condition of 
anonymity Sunday. 

The shuttles are the only way to 
haul much of the equipment to the 
International Space Station, but by 
then, the United States would have 


completed its commitment to the 
orbiting facility, the officials said. 

Bush’s new space initiative, to 
be made public in Washington on 
Wednesday, aims to pave the way 
for manned missions to other, more 
remote destinations such as Mars 
and asteroids. 

Earlier in the day. Treasury 
Secretary John Snow defended the 
president’s program, saying it will be 
undertaken “within a framework of 
fiscal responsibility.” 

Snow said the administra- 
tion’s budget, which will be sent 
to Congress on Feb. 2, will outline 
the new space proposals plus a plan 
that will accomplish the goal of cut- 
ting record budget deficits in half 
through a combination of stronger 
economic growth and spending 
restraint, (ap) 


Ga. Family Reeling From Killing Spree 


Estranged boyfriend 
suspeeted in 4 murders, 
kidnapping of 3 girls 

By the time Melissa Peeler got the 
phone call, her infant daughter had 
been strangled and her parents and 
sister fatally shot. The man she had 
left Georgia to escape was on the 
phone, saying he had her three other 
girls and would “start killing the 
kids one by one” if she called police, 
relatives say. 

She had left the four girls — baby 
Harley, Tammy, 3, Brandy, 4, and 
Brittney, 10 — with relatives while 
she visited Oregon to arrange a new 
life without her jealous former part- 
ner, Jerry William Jones, the father

of the three youngest girls. 

The crime spree that followed left 
a devastating trail — four bodies, 
a suicide attempt by Jones and the

— Tom and Nola Blaylock, Georgia 
Bradley and 10 -month-old Harley. 

The tragedy was apparently set 
in motion when Peeler, 27, traveled 
west for the holidays. 

Her relatives say she took the 
trip to get away from Jones, 31, a 
convicted small-time thief The two 
had met in an Internet chat room six 
years earlier and had three children 
together but never married. 

Peeler was visiting a boyfriend 
in Oregon and working to gain full 
custody of the children, when Jones 
called Wednesday afternoon, family 
members say. mark niesse (ap) 


Ex-Treasury Secretary Says Bush Had Iraq Plan Before 9/11 


CRAWFORD, TEXAS | The Bush 
administration was determined to 
oust Saddam Hussein long before 
the Sept. 11, 2001, attacks, former 
Treasury Secretary Paul O’Neill 
told CBS News’s “60 Minutes” in 
an interview aired Sunday. 

“From the very beginning, there 
was a conviction that Saddam 


Hussein was a bad person and that 
he needed to go,” O’Neill said. 

The interview is being broadcast 
amid publicity for a new book by 
journalist Ron Suskind called “The 
Price of Loyalty,” for which O’Neill 
was a primary source. The book is 
published by Simon & Schuster, 
which is owned by Viacom, the 


parent company of CBS News. 

The book quotes O’Neill, who 
headed the Treasury Department 
from January 2001 to December 
2002, as saying he was surprised 
that at one meeting of Bush’s 
top advisers, no one questioned 
why Iraq should be invaded.

Teachers use the rover 
mission to ignite kids’ 
interest in space travel 

LOS ANGELES | Teacher Steven 
Dworetzky ’s junior high classroom 
buzzed with activity — a miniature 
version of the Mars mission con- 
trol center at the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory in nearby Pasadena. 

Teams of teens huddled over 
computers, downloading the latest 
images from the red planet, while 


other students assembled and pro- 
grammed a model of one of the Mars 
rovers using Lego blocks and other 
materials. 

Along with dozens of other stu- 
dents at Thomas Starr King Middle 
School, they’re creating a replica of 
the martian landscape with their 
own miniature, camera- equipped 
rover to explore it. 

It is just one of many Mars- 
related education programs being 
offered in schools around the world 
while the real adventure is unfolding. 


High school students in this coun- 
try and others, including Brazil, India 
and Poland, are working with NASA 
engineers during the mission. 

Such educational outreach has 
always been a major component of 
NASA missions. But with the goal of 
determining if life has ever existed 
on Mars, the current effort is one of 
the most appealing for kids. 

“We want to inspire the next gen- 
eration of explorers,” said Michelle

LAS VEGAS I Nevada officials say a 
federal appeals court hearing this 
week on a collection of lawsuits will 
give the state its best chance to block 
the government’s plans to entomb 
nuclear reactor waste under a moun- 
tain just 90 miles outside Las Vegas.

Iraqi says 28,000 more 
members of Saddam s 
party will be ousted 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Iraq explained 
Sunday how it will weed out mem- 
bers of Saddam Hussein’s Baath 
party from government jobs, with 
the senior politician in charge of the 
purge saying 28,000 have already 
been ousted and a similar number 
was expected to follow. 

Setting the tone for what may be 
in store. Governing Council member 
Ahmad Chalabi dismissed talk of 


reconciliation. “How can you recon- 
cile those laying dead in mass graves 
with those who killed them?” asked 
Chalabi, known for his close ties to 
the Pentagon. He insisted, howev- 
er, that purging senior Baathists 
from public posts was not an act 
of revenge. 

The United States dissolved and 
banned the Baath party in May, a 
month after its forces swept into 
Baghdad. An estimated 1.5 mil- 
lion of Iraq’s 25 million people 


belonged to the party on the eve 
of Saddam’s ouster. But far fewer 
— perhaps 50,000 or more — were 
full members. 

Membership in the Baath, for- 
mally known as the Baath Arab 
Socialist Party, had for more than a 
generation been necessary for career 
advancement in Iraq. Those who 
advanced in the party were expected 
to spy on fellow Iraqis, report any 
hint of dissent and join the party’s 
various militia, hamza hendawi (ap)

Drug Lord 
Captured 

American officials say 
they will try to have 
him extradited to U.S. 

PANAMA CITY, PANAMA I Police have 
captured a top Colombian drug lord 
who U.S. officials say is responsible 
for “huge volumes” of drugs enter- 
ing the United States. 

Panamanian police reported 
the capture of Arcangel de Jesus 
Henao Montoya, a leader from one 
of Colombia’s most powerful cartels, 
early Saturday in Panama. 

U.S. officials said Sunday they 
will seek the extradition of Henao 
Montoya, believed to be a top leader 
of the Norte de Valle drug cartel, 
which operates out of Cali in south- 
western Colombia. Whether he will 
be sent to Colombia first, or direct- 
ly to the United States, was not yet 
clear, the official said.

Deterioration after 
less than a year spells 
end to safety stiekers 

WASHINGTON I Metro is having a 
hard time getting its safety mes- 
sages to stick — literally. 

The transit authority is scrapping 
its “Safety Dots” campaign, sending 
out maintenance crews this month 
to remove what remain of the yel- 
low and black stickers carrying such 
messages as “Be Alert: Do not sit 
on the escalator.” 

“The bottom line is that they 
look like hell. Instead of getting 
the message [out], they’re defac- 
ing the platforms,” Fred Goodine, 
Metro assistant general manager for 
system safety and risk protection, 
said in an interview last week. 

Some of the 100 or so stickers 
that were spread throughout 10 
heavily used stations last February 
and March have been deteriorating, 
possibly due to the shape of platform 
tiles and exposure of the adhesive to 
cleaning solvent, Goodine said. 

The $30,000 safety campaign 


was intended as an innovative way 
to use an unlikely space — the floor 
— to capture riders’ attention and 
reduce injuries. 

Goodine said Metro may revisit 
the idea if an adhesive is developed 
that will hold up better. 

He said it was too early to fully 


determine the effectiveness of 
the dots. There were 13 escalator 
injuries from July 2003 through 
September 2003 — nearly half that 
of the same period for 2002 — but 
rail passenger injuries increased 
from one to 11 during those peri- 
ods.

Q Does Metro have any plans 
to make the loudspeaker an- 
nouncements in stations easier to 
understand? 

A Yes. Metro spokesman Ste- 
ven Taubenkibel said start- 
ing in 2000 the transit agency 
worked in stops from Union Sta- 
tion to Dupont Circle — among 
the oldest stations in the system 
— to replace all the speakers and 
move some speakers to other 
locations to improve the sound 
quality. 

Last year, the same was done 
at the L’Enfant Plaza, Smithsonian 
and Pentagon stations. 

Riders who can’t hear an- 
nouncements in stations or 
railcars can call Metro’s customer 
assistance line at 202-637-1328, 
Taubenkibel said. You’ll need to 
provide the station name or car 
number, which is near the doors 
on either end of a car’s exterior.

Decaying Silver Spring 
Site to Be Redeveloped 


SILVER SPRING, MD. | With a mini- 
village inhabited by a pagoda, 
windmill, castle and the hulking 
remains of a 19th-century hotel, the 
National Park Seminary looks a bit 
like a theme park for adults. 

Up close, however, it’s clear the 
abandoned site near the Capital 
Beltway is missing the theme -park 
tidiness of a fantasy land. 

Stones on the castle have crum- 
bled away, paint peels off the wind- 
mill and a sign on the boarded-up 
hotel warns of asbestos. 

During its 114 -year life span, the 
32 -acre site has been a resort for 
summer-weary Washingtonians, 
a finishing school for girls and a 
convalescence home for injured 
soldiers.

‘Urban films’ are thriving, and profiting, by going straight to DVD 


iNDUSTRY I Everyone wants to 
see their work on the big screen. 
Yet black independent filmmak- 
ers have found a more profitable 
venue: straight-to -video. 

Before DVDs led major 
Hollywood studios to focus on the 
home video market, black filmmak- 
ers saw the advantage. With lower 
budgets and overhead, they stood a 
better chance of making money. 

“It’s the best way to go,” says 
Carl Seaton, a Los Angeles writ- 
er-director. His 2000 melodrama, 
“One Week,” got a limited theatri- 
cal release and decent reviews, but 
he’s opted to go direct to DVD next 
year with his feature “Sacred,” star- 
ring the rapper Nas. 

The “urban film” genre typically 
includes movies made for and by 
blacks, be it youth- oriented hip-hop 
fare, highbrow documentaries or 
adult-themed dramas with recog- 
nizable TV personalities. 

“If it doesn’t appeal worldwide, 
it isn’t important to the big stu- 
dios,” says film distributor Doug 
Schwab. 

Schwab says he jumped into 
the urban video market six years 
ago when “there were only one or 
two video labels releasing African- 
American product, and African- 
Americans were the number one 
demographic group.” 

Schwab’s companies annually

produce up to 15 films (budgeted 
under $1 million) and distribute 
48 black and Latino titles a year. 
Among them: “Senorita Justice” 
with Edith Gonzalez and Tito 
Puente Jr. and “My Big Phat Hip 
Hop Family” starring comedian 
Reynaldo Rey, sitcom veteran Anna 
Maria Horsford and rapper Choppa 
for Breakaway Films. 

It wasn’t so long ago that 
“straight-to -video” were three 
dirty words no filmmaker want- 
ed to hear. But these days it could 
be the difference between life and 
death for films like Tim Reid’s 1998 
self-financed drama “Asunder” or 
“Pandora’s Box,” shot for a reported 
$800,000. 

Of course, not all independent 
films are created equal. Budgets 
range from $75,000 to $2 million, 
with tight shooting schedules that 
call for lickety-split decisions. 

“It’s guerrilla filmmaking,” said 
Lisa Raye McCoy, an up-and-com- 
ing actress. 

McCoy’s career has straddled 
quality productions and third-rate 
pictures where “we didn’t have any 
trailers.” 

No matter how dubious (one 
reviewer labeled the DVD release 
“Civil Brand” a “muckraking mess”), 
such films have given McCoy vis- 
ibility. 

“It was about getting the experi- 
ence,” McCoy said, janice rhoshalle

MUSIC I Two questions: Who is 
Joss Stone, and who does she 
think she is? 

The first is easier to answer. A 
16 -year- old from Devon, England, 
Stone is the latest rootsy blond song- 
bird with a debut CD, “The Soul 
Sessions” (S- Curve Records). And 
if the album is any indication, she 


thinks she is the voice of American 
soul music for a new generation. The 
scary thing is, she may be right. 

The album, which began as a side 
project to Stone’s yet-unreleased 
mainstream debut, is a platter of 
R&B cuts, fusing old- school soul 
sensibilities with contemporary 
production techniques. The back- 
ing musicians are brilliant, but each 
track is tailored for Stone’s effortless 
whiskey-and-molasses vocals. 

She’s at her most melodic with 
“The Choking Kind” and “Super 


Duper Love (Are You Diggin’ on 
Me) Pt. 1.” The album also includes a 
totally bizarre and rather ingenious 
reinvention of the White Stripes hit 
“Fell in Love With a Boy,” with some 
help from the Roots. 

Just as a lanky Brit named Eric 
Clapton reintroduced American 
blues to middle -class youth in the 
’60s, Joss Stone is poised to do the 
same for soul music. 

Even if there’s no way any teen- 
ager can understand the depth of 
emotion she’s conveying, she per- 
forms with such natural flair that 
you want to believe her anyway.

Back From the Beach 



How to ease back 
into work mode after 
a lengthy vacation 

TIME OFF I When Alyssa Garnick 
was tromping through Thailand 
on a recent vacation, her job felt 
worlds away. 

But when she got home to New 
York weeks later — facing office 
realities such as 1,300 unanswered 
e-mails — her vacation attitude fol- 
lowed. “I was absolutely spacey,” says 
Garnick, 30, who lost her cell phone 
the first day back. 

She has plenty of company when 
it comes to post-holiday stupor. 
Vacations can turn you into you 
an inefficient space cadet — at 
least for a couple of days. 

The first mistake is simply let- 
ting the world know you’re back, 
says Randy Pausch, a professor at 
Carnegie Mellon University who 
teaches time-management work- 
shops. “You have to lie,” he says. 
He builds in a cushion by setting 
the return date in his e-mail “out 
of office” reply message a day ahead 
of his actual return, and telling peo- 


ple he’s coming back a day later than 
he actually does. 

Don’t fritter away your first day 
regaling co-workers with vacation 
tales, says Allison Hemming of tal- 
ent agency The Hired Guns. Her 
first boss offered a hint: “Take one 
really great story about your break, 
and stick to it.” 

As you plow through your mail, 
keep an arsenal of sticky notes close 
by. When you open something that 
requires follow up, “slap a Post-it 
on it saying what’s the next thing 


that needs to be done with the paper 
and how long it will take,” says Julie 
Morgenstern, an author of time- 
management books. Keep a stack 
of these in your inbox, so the next 
time you’re stuck on hold you can 
deal with one or two. 

And don’t just skim your e-mail. 
You should try not to touch e-mails 
more than once. Morgenstern’s rule: 
If a response take less than two min- 
utes, do it immediately. If it takes 
longer, add a new item to your “to
